RENEW COURT HOUSE F I0H T 


Residents of DeKalb County Urged to 
Vote in Spite of Court. 
Specia l to Tut; T 
k i . k o i i a i h i . 
D kK alh, 111., Oct. Hi. 
The tight 
between the cities of DeKalb and 
Sycamore for the possession of the De- 
K a lb county court house became more 
bitter Saturday and a mass meeting 
of the citizens of DeKalb and the 
farmers of the DeKalb county was 
held in the afternoon to urge ail v oters 
to cast their ballots Nov . 10 on the 
question of remov ing the county seat 
from Sycamore to DeKalb. Clinton 
Rosette was chairman and speeches 
were made by Judge Willard McEwen, 
Charles Lloyd Whitman and John I*. 
Wilson of Chicago, City Attorney A. 
G. Kennedy and Colonel Isaac El- 
wood. 
An opinion was giv en by Attorney 
John 1\ Wilson holding the proceed' 
lugs in the DeKalb county court as il­ 
legal and tha t Judge Brown of the 
DeKalb county circuit court could not 
sit t.o rev iew the proceedings of the 
county court by means of a writ of cer­ 
tiorari. The calling of an election, he 
declared, would not be in v iolation of 
the writ . 
“This election is generally partici­ 
pated in by the people,” 
Attorney 
Wilson said. 
" I t will he legal ev en if 
the county clerk fails to publish a 
not ice of the elect ion.” 
"There will hav e to be a bigger jail 
in Sycamore than they hav e if they 
attem pt to arrest the v oters for con­ 
tem pt after the ballots are cast Nov . 
10,” declared Colonel El wood. 
"The 
people hav e a right to v oice t heir opin­ 
ions as to the change of the county 
seat and it, is their intention that 
their rights shall be expressed.” 


The^Dixon township div ision of the 
Lee County Sunday School Institute 
field v ery profitable and interesting 
meetings in the Methodist chuich 
Sunday afternoon and ev ening. 
The afternoon session cov ered the 
practical features of Sunday school 
work, while tbe ev ening session was of 
a more popular nature and was a t ­ 
tended by a large audience. 
Addres­ 
ses were deliv ered in Die ev ening by 
O. A. Raymer, superintendent of the 
Illinois branch of the American 'S u n- 
day School Union, ¡¡and by Rev . f>r. 
Crav en. 
Rev . J. Q. Brooks conducted 
the opening dev otional serv ices and 
song serv ice. 
Mr. Raymer startled many of his 
hearers by telling of conditions w ith­ 
in fifty miles of Dixon which few 
knew existed—settlements where the 
bible is nev er seen and where the 
doctrines of anarchy are taught the 
children. 
His subject was "Darkest Illinois,” 
and he told of the missionary work 
no w being done in the coal mining 
sections of Illinois where the gospel 
has nev er before been preached. 
For­ 
mat ion, he said, is v astly better than 
reformation. 
Our gov ernmental insti­ 
tutions, schools and churches depend 
upon tbe moral training of our child­ 
ren. 
Today there are 750,ooo hoys 
and girls of school age in the state 
without gospel training. Thespeaker 
directed his thought for Die ev ening 
to that portion of Illinois known as 
the mining districts. 
Or the 180,000 
miners there 9 per cent only are in­ 
terested in the work of Jesus Christ. 
There are a large number of anarch­ 
ists In these districts and 12,000 hoys 
and girls are being taught the Infidel 
catechism. 
The effect of this teach­ 
ing can readily he Imagined from the 
following ext racts of the catechism. 
1. 
W hat is God? 
God is a word used to designate an 
imaginary being which people hav e of 
themselv es dev isee. 
31. 
Has man an immortal soul as 
Christ ianity teaches? 
Man has no soul. 
It is only imagi­ 
nation. 
45. 
Who is Jesus Christ? 
Jesus Christ was a son of a Jewish 
girl called Mary. 
128. 
Does Christianity stand 
for 
right? 
No. 
It.stands for, and supports 
all tha t is wrong. 
By and by t he boys and girls who 
are taught thus will wield an influence 
in the commonwealth of this state. 
Illinois has less than 17 per cent of 
its population in the Sunday schools. 
Last year 113,000,000 was spent by the 
tax payers of Illinois as a result of 
crime. 
T hat 
was for reformation. 
The state spent less than S6,ooo for 
the format ion of character. 
The offscourings 
of southeastern 
Europe are coming to this country. 
In a Hungarian v illage of 800 homes 
down on the V ermillion riv er but one 
bible was found. 
In Marquette, Bureau county, not 
50 miles from Dixon the people had 
| nev er heard the 
Gospel 
until fiv e 
! months ago. 
Since tha t 
time 15 
I people hav e turned from their an- 
j archistic beliefs. 
No state in the I ’nion offers a great- 
! er mission field for the cultiv ation of 
Christian citizenship tban Illinos. 
Dr. Crav en followed Mr. Raymer 
with an address on “ Co-operation in 
the Sunday School." 
He said there 
was something about our manner of 
life which breaks up co-operation. 
In 
France there are 100 and in England 
30 co operativ e organizations to one 
in this country. The present mode of 
conducting Sunday school work is not 
up with tiie systems in other educa­ 
tional work. 
Concerning Christian 
teaching Dr. Crav en said there is not 
a man who can reach his best without 
coming to the wonderful well of water 
found in the Christian life. 
Gladstone 
said lie had been in public life sixty 
years, had known a large proportion 
of 
the men who had mov ed the 
thought of the world, and 75 per cent 
were Christian men 


re rest tiie pupils, hut to win souls to 
Christ. 
He said read and re read the 
bible carefully and thoughtfully until 
the tru th come-» to you. 
Dr. Kost discussed the preparation 
of the lesson by the pupil.
